The Internal Flrea of Earth and the Crack- 


ins: of tho Upper Crust. 


It has long baeii the popular belief 


that volcanoes \vore tho cause of earth- 
quakes, and many scientists have hold 
to this theory, 
but Professor John 


Millie, E. R. S. , who has recently been 
investigating the causes of earthquakes 
in Japan, in connection with the Uni- 
versity of Tokyo, made tha statement 
iu a lecture that most of theso shakings, 
probably 05 psr cent, were caused by 
fractures of tho earth's crust 


He explained that tho earth's crnst 


was in perpetual motion, and the tremor 
was cither so slight as to bo impercepti- 
ble or so great that it might plainly be 
felt. 
It is not, ho said, iieoessary to go 


to Japan or South America to ctudy 
earthquakes, for an earthquake in one 
part of the world can, by proper instru- 
ments, easily bo recorded iu another. 


"Tho insido of the earth is hot," said 


Professor Mikio, "and tho crust is con- 
stantly breaking downward, and aa it 
accommodates ilself to what is under- 
neath, the surface of the earth's crust 
bsccrana puckered up, aucl mountains 
and hilu aro formed.

'ound there, 'for vulcanic action is due 
to steam from water in heated rocks, 
ho water having soaked through from 
he surface. 


"Ill Japan earthquakes, great or, 


mall, are of such frequent occurrence 
hat people there do not talk about the 
weather, as they do almost everywhere 
ilso in tho world, but yon are asked 
,vhat you thought of the last earthquake, 
md there is much guessing and betting 
in the earthquakes that are to come.

When the juries mtho misfit trials o 


Heney and Jones were discharged for 
failure to agree, rumors were rife tha' 
certain members of both bodies Lut 
been "fi\ecl," by the defense. It \ a 
also publicly stated that certain v-u 
nesses, who knew too mucb, were pa:c 
to conceal themselves or leave the coun 
try. That the rumors regarding the 
witnesses were founded on facts, was 
proved to the satisfaction of the Court 
as one of them was sentenced to im 
pnsontnent and another was inchcter 
by the United States Grand Jury and 
escaped, for tho present at least, by a 
flaw in the indictment 


Regarding the jury fixers, nothing 


definite has been revealed to the pub- 
lic. 
There aro rumois that certain 


juiors nero bought, but whether those 
rumors are ..founded on facts or suspi- 
cions is not known, though it is hmtec 
that the names of the bribers and the 
bribed have been given to the officials 
by Heney. 


.Now, tho Carson Appealt which has 


advocated a vigorous prosecution o: 
the mint thieves and of all concerned 
in bribing witnesses and jurors, says 
the friends of Judge Hawley uud Dis- 
trict Atto.ney Jones, respecti >'ely, at- 
tribute the delay in bringing the wit 
ness and jury bribers to justice, to the 
Court and the Prosecuting Attorney 
What foundation is there for these as- 
sertions? In what respect has either 
gentleman failed to comply with the 
law ? The Judge sent one of the wit- 
ness biibers to jail for three months 
nnd the Grand Juiy indicted another, 
Why the distinction vab made between 
an ignorant deputy constable and a 
learced lawyer, both charged with the 
same offense, that one should be com 
mitted to jail and fined without the 
formality of an indictment or trial, unc 
the other should be indicted and the 
indictment quashed, and no further pi c- 
ceedings had in the case, is too intri- 
cate a question forthe ordinary las man 
to deal with, but itisa theme of gen- 
eral comment, nevertheless 
The pub- 


lic feel thai, those whose duty it is to 
enforce the law, make a distinction be- 
tween individuals charged with like- of- 
fenses, and that the law, notwitbsijnd 
ing tho prevalent notion to the con- 
trary, is a great respecter of persons. 
If this idea is fallat ious, why should an 
ignorant man be summaiily sent to 
prison and fined, and a learned man, 
presumably well versed in tho law, be 
indicted and the indictraont set aside 
and no further action taken, when both 
are charged with the same offense ? 


The report was industriously circu 


lateJ since the meeting of the l?epubh- 
ean State Convention at Virginia City 
by the gentlemen who endeavor to 
make the people believe that tho way 
to remonetize silver is to \ote for a 
party that is committed to tho gold 
standard, that Senators Jonos and 
Stewart had sold out the Silver party 
in the Senate by promising to assist in 
seating Dupont of Delaware, a promi- 
nent gold man, who was not entitled to 
the place This falsehood wa= exploded 
in the United States Senate last week 
by tho action of the Nevada Senators, 
when their votes would have seated 
Dnpont. 
When the vote was taken, 


every Kepabhean in the Senate voted 
to seat Dupont, 30 being in the affirma- 
tive and 31 in the negative Among 
the latter was Senator Stewart. 
Sena- 


tor Jones was present, but did not vote, 
as he was paired with Wolcott of Colo- 
rado, who was in favor of Dupont. 


This ought to be sufficient to silence 


onr precinct statesmen regarding Sen- 
ators Stewart and Jones on the Silver 
question until they have something 
more tangible thanfalehoods, made out 
of whole cloth, to prove that our Sena- 
tors are untrue to the great principle 
of restoring silver to its historical place 
aa a money metal and prosperity to the 
country. 
There are no men in or out 


of Congress who are more persistent in 
their endeavor to defeat tho gold trust 
than the Senators from Nevada They 
are recognized throughout the civilized 
world as among the ablest exponents 
of free coinage. They avail themselves 
of every opportunity, and, in fact, make 
opportunities to further the cause of 
silver. 
They are hated by the gold 


trust, and the coterie of little fellow?, 
who are working in the interest of thai 
trust in the State of Nevada, has to re- 
sort to deliberate falsehoods in the 
vain endeavor to get the public to be- 
lieve that two of the ablest champions j 
of the silver cause have betrayed the 
people. 


cal issue; here a resolution to insert 
a free coinage at the ratio of 16 to 1 
plank in the platform was stubbornly 
resisted by the spoilsmen. There the 
action of the Senators in defeating the 
Dingley bill without a free coinage 
amendment was approved; here our 
Senators were denounced because of 
their opposition to that bill. There a 
motion to pledge the delegates to sup- 
port the National ticket was defeated; 
here a resolution pledging support to 
any ticket the gold men may select 
carried without a dissenting vote. In 
Haho, Republicans are for free coinage 
regardless of its effect on the party or 
a division of the spoils; in Nevada they 
are for the party and the offices re- 
gardless of the effect on the State or 
the nation.
